Jackson, Miss., Sept. 8.—A telegram 
received by Gov. McLaurln from Doc­ 
tors Hnrtson and Hunter, members of 
the Mississippi State board of health, 
now at Ocean Springs, Miss., stating 
It was the unanimous opinion of rep­ 
resentatives of the boards of health of 
Louisiana. Alabama and Mississippi 
and of the marine hospital service Hint 
without doubt yellow fever was now 
raging at that point. 
The city council held a special meet­ 
ing and decided to Inaugurate a lim­ 
ited quarantine against the gulf coast, 
the scene of Hie yellow fever, and po­ 
llee officers will meet all trains coming 
from the South and see that no per­ 
son* from the affected districts alight. 
Many people 
have 
departed north­ 
ward. This feeling was intensified by 
the reported existence of Aye eases of 
yellow feVer In the town of Edwards, 
thirty miles from here. 
The news 
from the gulf const serves to recall to 
Hie people of 
Jackson 
the stirring 
times of 1878, when tills city was de­ 
vastated by yellow fever, and when 
for days a veritable reign of terror 
pervaded the city aud vicinity. 
D ur­ 
ing these times the shotgun played a 
prominent part and was found to be 
by far the most persuasive means of 
preventing the spread of the plague.

Our consul at Jerusalem makes the 
following report on American citizens 
In Palestine: 
From the consular rec­ 
ords It appears that there are 530 cin­ 
em a of the United States residing In 
Palestine. Of this number 438 are Jews, 
who are only 
nominally Americans, 
Slaving lived in the United States Just 
long enough to obtain citizen’s papers 
end passports. 
The majority of these 
emigrated from Russia to the United 
States and thence to Palestine. Of the 
other 92 American citizens, nearly all 
tiave come here because of peculiar 
religious views, and among them may 
be found all possible shades of Chris­ 
tian beliefs.

From Mullinger. one of the 
most prosperous parts of

V A C C I N A T I O N . 


Much of the prejudice against vac- 
! dilation which still exists in the minds 
i of many people is fed by the occur­ 
rence now and 
then of unpleasant or 
even dangerous inflammation, appar- 
j ently caused directly by the operation, 
This Inflammation may often be pre­ 
vented, however, by the exercise of a 
i little care, or It can lie robbed of any 
serious 
consequences 
by 
intelligent 
' treatment. 


The danger of the inoculation 
of 
| certain constitutional diseases, which 
I was once 
urged 
with some 
reason 
| against vaccination, is now done away 
with by the almost, universal custom of 
taking the virus from a healthy calf 
| Instead of from the arm of a vaccinated 
child. 


Sometimes a wide extent of surface 
on the arm surrounding the point ol 
vaccination becomes hot, red, swollen 
Itching, and perhaps even painful. This 
inflammation, beyond 
the discomfort 
it causes, is seldom serious, and re­ 
quires only the application of 
so mi 
smooth baby powder or of a cold h> 
tion, round, but not over, the vaccina­ 
tion sore. 
In some cases the inflam­ 
mation persists and spreads in spite 
of these simple measures, and then, 
especially if the whole arm becomes 
Involved, or the glands under the arm 
become swollen and tender, a physi­ 
cian should be consulted without de­ 
lay. 


Better than treatment, however, is 
the prevention of the causes of 
this 
inflammation. 
Sometimes it is due to 
friction by the clothing or to scratch ­ 
ing by the child, which breaks the skin 
over the little blisters, or tears off the 
scab and irritates the raw 
place so 
produced. 
To prevent this a vaccin­ 
ation shield may be worn, or better yet 
the part may be covered by a wide 
thick layer of cotton fastened to th* 
arm by adhesive plaster. 


Other causes of a sore arm after vac­ 
cination are dirt, catching cold, Indi­ 
gestion from Improper diet, and con­ 
stitutional 
weakness. 
W ith 
some 
children every scratch is followed by 
inflammation which takes a long firm 
to get well. 
Such children will almost 
surely have a sore arm after vaccin­ 
ation, and 
if possible the operation 
should be deferred 
until they have 
b«*an built up by tonics and fresh air. 
During the entire vaccination period 
the diet should be simple, ine-it and all 
"heating” foods being very sparingly 
indulged in.

pounds. The larger 
part of this is put 
on the market and 
*old upon its merits, bringing from 10 
to 75 cents per pound. The reason why 
butter varies so markedly in its market 
value is almost entirely owing to the 
difference in its favor. Flavor In butter 
Is that quality which affects the taste, 
and it Is the presence or absence of 
flavor that commends or condemns the 
butter 
to 
the 
consumer. 
Generally 
speaking, the principal sources of but­ 
ter flavor are two, namely, the condi­ 
tions under which the milk is secreted 
and drawn from the cow, and the con­ 
ditions to which the milk is subjected 
after it is drawn and before it is m an ­ 
ufactured into butter. 
It is generally 
conceded (although some experiments 
have proved otherwise) that as a cow 
advances In her period of lactation the 
flavor of the butter she produces dete­ 
riorates. 
Why this is so the writer is 
not advised, hut it is a fact, however, 
that as a cow approaches parturition 
the milk becomes more or less abnor­ 
mal In that the milk serum becomes 
more viscous, the fat globules smaller, 
and the milk creams less exhaustively 
and churns with more difficulty. 
The 
flavor of the butter is not necessarily 
bad, but there is a decided lack of that 
One, quick, aromatic odor which the 
best markets demand and are willing 
to pay for. 
The difference in flavor 
between fresh cows and strippers is so 
marked that some dairymen will not 
pay as much per 100 pounds for milk 
from a herd where most of the cows 
are well advanced in their period of 
lactation, even though it be richer in 
fat, as they will for milk from a herd 
the most of which are fresh cows. An- 
Dther condition which affects the flavor 
jf butter before the milk is drawn 
is 
the kind and condition of the food the 
cowr is fed upon. 
As important as this 
Is, it is 
difficult, with 
our 
present 
knowledge, to state 
definitely 
what 
foods should or should not 
be 
fed. 
Such food as silage, potatoes, turnips, 
If sound, are safely fed with modera­ 
tion. if care Is taken not to feed them 
immediately before milking. 
Consid­ 
erable fault has been found during the 
present year with the use of gluten and 
linseed meals, and if fed it should lie 
with considerable care and watchful­ 
ness. 
There is no question but that 
of the many byproducts on our m ar­ 
kets there are some that will affect the 
butter produced from them adversely. 
The period of lactation and the food 
of the cow’ do not play as important a 
part in butter flavor, generally speak­ 
ing, as the conditions under which the 
milk is cared for after it 1h drawn from 
the cow. 
These, too, may be divided 
nto two general heads. First, the con­ 
ditions which surround the milk 
or 
^ream before it is manufactured into 
butter, and, second, the kind of bac­ 
teria favorable or unfavorable 
that 
"ipens the cream. While milk or cream 
s cooling to the temperature of 
the 
surrounding atmosphere it is giving off 
its own odors, and does not take up 
others, but when it has reached a con­ 
stant temperature it begins to absorb 
m y odors that may be present from 
m y source, and if these are unpleasant, 
is they are quite apt to be, the flavor 
jf the hutter will be affected accord- 
ngly. 
Hence the importance of keep- 
ng milk and cream in 
a 
separate, 
:lean and well ventilated room and en- 
Lirely away from anything like meats, 
•ooking or decaying vegetables, the 
laundry, etc. 
One of the most inter­ 
esting phases of butter making is the 
effect of different bacteria upon the 
flavor. 
The study of bacteria in this 
;onnection has engaged, and is still 
•ngaging, the attention of leading in­ 
vestigators in this and foreign coun- 
:ries. 
Although a favorable kind 
of 
bacteria is absolutely essential in the 
ripening of cream for the production 
Df the finest flavored butter, so far ex­ 
periments in this country have shown 
:hat a starter made from selected skim- 
milk will probably give as uniformly 
good results as the use of the expensive 
commercial butter cultures that are 
idvertised on the market as improving 
;he flavor of butter.

Duckwing le g h o rn cock are pure sil­ 
very white, without the slightest straw 
or creamy tinge, with a narrow black 
stripe along the center of the lower 
hackle feathers. 
Back, saddle, wing 
bow and wing bay pure white; breast, 
under parts, wing bar. and tail, dense 
lustrous black. 
Tho Stiver Duckwing 
Leghorn hen has a silvery gray hackle 
with a narrow black stripe through the 
center of each feather. 
The breast is 
light 
salmon, 
shading 
off to gray 
toward the sides; the body color when 
viewed at a short distance should ap­ 
pear gray with a faint bluish tint all 
over.

ty of Leghorns is most prolific in egg 
production. 
This is a difficult question 
to properly adjust to the satisfaction 
of the specialty breeders, but from a 
conservative standpoint it is generally 
considered that the whites have slight­ 
ly the advantage over the others.

The 
annual 
production 
of butter In 
the 
United 
States 
is 
about 
1,375,000,000 
pounds. The larger 
part of this is put 
on the market and 
•old upon its merits, bringing from IO 
to 75 cents per pound. The reason why 
butter varies so markedly in its market 
value is almost entirely owing to the 
difference In its favor. Flavor in butter 
Is that quality which affects the taste, 
and it is the presence or absence of 
flavor that commends or condemns the 
butter to the consumer. 
Generally 
speaking, the principal sources of but­ 
ter flavor are two, namely, the condi­ 
tions under which the milk Is secreted 
and drawn from the cow, and the con­ 
ditions to which the milk is subjected 
after it is drawn and before it is man­ 
ufactured Into butter. 
It is generally 
conceded (although some experiments 
have proved otherwise) that as a cow 
advances in her period of lactation the 
flavor of the butter she produces dete­ 
riorates. 
Why this is so the writer is 
not advised, but It is a fact, however, 
that as a cow approaches parturition 
the milk becomes more or less abnor­ 
mal in that the milk serum becomes 
more viscous, the fat globules smaller, 
and the milk creams less exhaustively 
and churns with more difficulty. 
The 
flavor of the butter is not necessarily 
bad, but there Is a decided lack of that 
fine, quick, aromatic odor which the 
best markets demand and are willing 
to pay for. 
The difference In flavor 
between fresh cows and strippers is so 
marked that some dairymen will not 
pay as much per IOO pounds for milk 
from a herd where most of the cows 
are well advanced in their period of 
lactation, even though it be richer In 
tat, as they will for milk from a herd 
the most of which are fresh cows. An- 
Dther condition which affects the flavor 
af butter before the milk is drawn is 
the kind and condition of the food the 
cow la fed upon. As important as this 
Is, it is 
difficult, with 
our 
present 
knowledge, to state 
definitely 
what 
foods should or should not 
be 
fed. 
Such food aa silage, potatoes, turnips, 
lf sound, are safely fed with modera­ 
tion. if care Is taken not to feed them 
immediately before milking. 
Consid­ 
erable fault has been found during the 
present year with the use of gluten and 
linseed meals, and if fed it should be 
with considerable care and watchful­ 
ness. 
There is no question but that 
of the many byproducts on our mar­ 
kets there are some that will affect the 
butter produced from them adversely. 
The period of lactation and the food 
of the cow do not play as important a 
part in butter flavor, generally speak­ 
ing, as the conditions under which the 
milk is cared for after It is drawn from 
the cow. These, too, may be divided 
into two general heads. First, the con­ 
ditions which surround the milk 
or 
cream before It is manufactured into 
butter, and, second, the kind of bac­ 
teria favorable or unfavorable 
that 
ripens the cream. While milk or cream 
is cooling to the temperature of 
the 
surrounding atmosphere it is giving off 
its own odors, and does not take up 
3thers, but when it h&8 reached a con­ 
stant temperature it begins to absorb 
my odors that may be present from 
my source, and if these are unpleasant, 
is they are quite apt to be, the flavor 
it the butter will be affected accord- 
ngiy. Hence the importance of keep­ 
ing milk and cream in 
a 
separate, 
clean and well ventilated room and en­ 
tirely away from anything like meats, 
cooking or decaying vegetables, the 
laundry, etc. 
One of the most Inter­ 
esting phases of butter making is the 
effect of different bacteria upon the 
Savor. 
The study of bacteria in this 
connection has engaged, and is still 
engaging, the attention of leading in­ 
vestigators in this and foreign coun­ 
tries. 
Although a favorable kind 
of 
bacteria is absolutely essential In the 
ripening at cream for the production 
•f the finest flavored butter, so far ex­ 
periments in this country have shown 
’.hat a starter made from selected skim- 
milk will probably give as uniformly 
good results as the use of the expensive 
commercial butter cultures that are 
idvertised on the market as improving 
Jie flavor of butler.

either in ground color or pencil, is ob­ 
jectionable. 
The tail is black or dark 
brown, except the two upper feathers, 
which are light gray. The penciling or 
markings are irregular or wavy. 
Tho 
White Leghorn, like the brown, is the 
more generally bred of the Leghorn 
varieties. 
It is, no doubt, the most 
advantageous variety to breed for pro­ 
fit, and the easiest to raise on the farm. 
Being of one color in plumage, they 
are more successfully raised and cared 
for 
than the 
parti-colored varieties. 
Their plumage Is pure white through­ 
out, the feathers other than white will 
disqualify them.
